It is to be obferved, that as none in this 
Kingdom acknowledge any other God but 
the adorable Being which we worftiip, this 
Commandment feems to us immaterial 5 but 
B 4. 
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in the heathen World, when every Nation 
had its Idol, and feme of then, worfhipp^ 
many Idols, the Commandment was hrh 
ly ncceflary. “ ® 

'l he fecond Commandment : ^ 

Thou /halt not enaketo thyfelfany graven 
Image, nor the Likenefs of any Thing that is 
2u Heaven above , or in the Earth beneath 
or in the Waters tinder the Earth, thoujbalt 
not bovj down to them, nor worjhip them, 
for I the Lord thy God, am a jealous God, 
vifiting the Sins of the Fathers upon the Chib 
dren unto the third and fourth Generation of 
them that hate me, and jbcvcing Mercy unto 
Thoufands in them that love me, and keep 
7 ny Commandments. 

Here we are commanded to receive and 
obferve all the religious Worfhip and Ordi- 
nances which God hath appointed, and not 
to carve or make for ourlelves any Image to 
reprefent God, which would be the utmoft 
Preemption ; for how can that divine Be- 
ing be reprefented who fills all Space, and 
who never can be feen or known to Mortals, 
but by the immenfe and amazing Works of 
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Scriptures.

How dreadful was this, fays the young 
Marquifs, for a Perion to be (hatched into 
Eternity while he was blafpheming, inftead 
cf praifi ng his Maker ? I very well remem- 
ber the Circum (lance, and have often won- 
dered how’ People could dare to take the 
ISame of God in vain, after he had in this,

Our 
Saviour tells us, it is lawful to do well on 

the Sabbath-day. .And there a'-elbnie Re- 
creations alio which, after Church-time, are 

innocent and may be al lowed ; fuch as walk- 
ing in the Fields, where we fee numberltfs 
Objects to excite our Admiration ofthe di- 
vine Being. Thofe Recreations, therefore, 
which lead us into Vice, or take us off our 
Duty, are only criminal. 

Upon this Occafion, I cannot helptaking 
Notice of a Monument ere&ed in a Church- 
yard at the Devizes in Wiltjbife , which I 
would have your Lord (hip fee, when you 
go with his Grace to Bath . 
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It is a fquare Obeliik, on one Side of

and knowing that nothing endeared a Prince

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A ft ri k ing Exam pi e of the A1 mighty’s J udg- 
ment on fuch undutiful and wicked Chil- 
dren. And one would think, fays theMar- 
quifs, it would be fufiicient to deter others 
from committing luch heinous Crimes. But 
proceed pray to the next. 

The fixth Commandment, anfwered Ma- 
tter Smith , fays :

fomething at the Bottom. Upon this they 
let down Graplins, and drew up a young 
Man, who had been fomc Time miffing in 
the neighbouring Town, and was by his 
F riends thought to have abfconded for Debt. 
Upon Examination they found he had been 
murdered and robbed ; for his Pockets were 
turned out, and the Buckles taken from his 
Shoes. This occafioned much Noife in the 
Neighbourhood, and diligent Search was 
made to find out the Murderer. After fome 
Time a Man faw in a Silverfmith’s Shop a 
Pair of Buckles, which he knew had been 
the Property of the Perfon who had been 
murdered. Upon which he had the Silver- 
fmith examined, who declared he bought 
them of a foldier belonging to a Regiment 
that had been quartered in that Town and 
Neighbourhood, but whichwas thenremoved 
to Reading in Berkjbire. The Silverfmithbe- 
ino- aMan of a fair Chat-after was permitted 
to go with a Conftable to Reading in e3ic * 
of the Murderer; where they procured a 
Warrant from the Mayor, and then appM 
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to the coinmanding Officei'^h^ordered^aH 

his Men eyweretobeexercifed.

committed to the Town-Pn on, then kept 
by Mr. Taylor, where he had not been con 
fined half an Hour, till ftung with Remorfe 
of Confcience, and terrified with the juft

This, fays the Marquifs, is very furpriz- 
ing, but I remember to have read ot the 
Diicovery of a Murder, in a Book which 
lies in our Steward’s Room ; called, I think, 
'Turner' \ Divine Judgments, which is as 
extraordinary as that you have related. 

In the Year 1690, a Man in Ireland 
C 2 dreamed, 
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dreamed, that he was riding out with a Re- 
lation of his, who lived at Amejbuyy in Will- 
Jhire, on the Downs near that Town j and 
that his Relation was robbed and murdered 
by two Men, whofe Perfons and Drefs he 
perfe&ly remembered. His Dream was fo 
ftrong, that he wrote to his Coufin at AmeJ- 
bury, begging him not to ride late, and then 
related the Dream he had concerning him. 
The Man received the Letter, but laughed 
at the Caution j and next Night, enthe very 
Spot therein mentioned, he was both robbed 
and murdered. His Wife extremely alHift- 
ed for his Lofs, fliewed this Letter to his 
Friends, and from the exaft Defcription of 
the Murderers they were taken up,feparately 
confined, and by their equivocal and con- 
tradiaory Anfwers, fome of the murdered 
Man’s Things being alfo found upon them, 
they were conviaed, and hanged in Chains 
on the Spot where the Mul der was commit- 
ted. I remember this Paffage, my Lord, 
fays Mafter Smith , and many others which 
evidently prove, that God Almighty will 
never fuffer the Murderer to go unpumllied 
even in this World, but that he will jg 
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vifible World difclofed. . . . f 

A Man was taken up on Sulpicion 
Mvnder, but when brought to the Bar, 
the Evidence appeared not 111 ong eno ^ 

0 eonviahim. He behaved with great 

apparent Boklnefs, for he knew there vve.e 
noWimeffes to the Faft ; and he had 
nlfo taken all neceflary Caution to prevent a 
Difcovery. But the Judge obferved in the 
Man’s Countenance a Terror and Contu- 
fion, which his pretended Boldnefs could 
not hide, and therefore kept his Eye fted- 
faftly fixed upon him the whole Time. As 
foon as the lad: Witnefs was difmifled, the 
Man a Iked, if they had any more Evidence 
againft him? Whenthejudge looking ftern- 
ly at him, alked him, if he did not him'elf 
know of one more th it could appear againft 
him, whofe prefence would put the Matter 
out of Doubt. On which the Man ftarted, 
C 3 a nd 
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and cried out, “ My Lord, he is not a le- 
“ gal Witnefs, no Man can fpeak in his 
“ own Caufe, nor was the Wound I gave 
<c him half fo large, as what hefhews again!! 
<c me.” The Judge prefently perceived by 
the Man's darting, and the Wildnefs and 
Terror of his Looks, that he either faw 
the Shade of the-murdered Man, or that his 
Imagination had, from his guilty Confid- 
ence, formed fuch an Appearance, and 
therefore making the proper Anfvyers from 
fuch a Suppofition, he foon brought the 
Murderer to confefs the Fa& ; for winch he 
was condemned, and hanged in Chains at 
the Place where he declared theMurder was 
committed. 

The Murderer can never expeft to he at 
reft. From the Moment he has committed 
that execrable and horrid Deed, he is con- 
fidered as an Enemy to all Mankind. No 
cne will harbour a Murderer, except his 
own wicked Accomplices. He will be for 
ever ftung by his own Confidence, and pur- 
fued by the Hand of God > for as the ia- 
cred Text exprefleth it, ike Blood of the

In 1 tl ’ is ~* tie 
mity ihe carried the Sheets, Table-linu , 
and what Chairs and other Furniture ihe 
could, to a little Pile of Wood in the Yard, 
at fome Pittance from the Dwelling -houle, 
and fet them on Fire. The Country People 
law the Flames, and fuppofing the Houle 
was on Fire, came in Numbers to extinguifh 
it. She got to the Drawbridge to receive 
them, and having told her Story, one of 
them fwam over the Moat, and let down 
the Bridge for the rett. They took the 
wicked Wfetchcs to a Magiftrate,who com-, 
mitted them to Goal, and they were all exe- 
cuted for the horrible Clime they had com. 

mitted- 
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mitted. The Hand of Providence evidently 
appears I think, in this Tranfaftion : for 
what Woman, under fuch Circumftances, 
could have behaved in fuch a Manner with- 
out fupernatural Affiftance ? And I am 
convinced, as well as you Mailer Smith, that 
God Almighty always brings the Murderer 
to Juftice even in this Life, by fome Means 
or other ; and what their Fate will be here- 
after, we muft not pretend to determine, for 
that is the Work of omnipotent Wildom. 

There is alio a remarkable Account of 
the Difcovery of a Murder to Lord Chief 
Juftice Hales , and related, if I miftake not, 
in his Reports , or in his Advice to his 
Children, which you may read at a conve- 
nient Oportunity. 

The feyenth Commandment fays :
